In response to the Office Action dated August 4, 2008 please consider the 
following remarks. 

Claim 21 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent 4,940,331 to Wyeth et al. Claim 21 was amended in the supplemental response 
filed on August 1 , 2008, to recite "is configured for carrying out a method as claimed in 
claim 1 ." Applicants submit that an arrangement of claim 21 is required to be able to 
carry out the method of claim 1 . Accordingly, claim 21 is allowable as It depends from 
an allowable claim, claim 1. As pointed out in applicant's prior response, claim 21 is not 
obvious over Wyeth, because Wyeth does not disclose or suggest the requisite 
programming, namely, that the system is suitable for carrying out a method as claimed 
in claim 1.
